4 have been fortunate in hav- 
ing the opportunity of appearing 
perore the court on three oc- 
vas.ous. On two of these occas- 
20ns 1 presented and argued the 
vause before the court, 1 consider 
144 a rare opportunity and priv- 
ilege to be able to appear before 
vhat court, because tew attorneys 
experience such an opportunity. 
ine work of tne average attorney 
will never bring him before the 
par of the supreme court of the 
United States, because of the 
peculiar and iimited jurisdiction 
ot that court. 

In 1931 I was charged with the 
responsibility of appealing a de- 
cision of the Circuit Court of 
Appeals to the supreme court. 
fhe lower court had held against 
the claim of the State of Mich- 
igan and we sought to reverse 
uiat decision. That case present- 
ed a limited appeal—that is the 
supreme court did not have to 
accept jurisdiction but would do 
sO only upon a proper showing. 
ine.e was a confusion in the rule 

Jor law in controversy between 
ihe several circuit courts of ap- 
peal, and tor that reason the su- 
preme court accepted jurisdic- 
tion. In*order to argue the case 
it was necessary that I be ad- 
mitted to practice before the 
court. That is done by motion 
accompanied by a certificate from 
he state supreme court that you 
are in good standing. I was im- 
p.essed with the number of ques- 
.ions propounded by the court. 

The most aspiring event is the 
opening of court. he marshal 
is dressed in full dress—clerk is 
attired in the same manner— 
young boys take their places be- 
hind the chairs of the justices to 
bring to them books and papers 
as needed. Then as the justices 
file into the chambers and quietly 
take their seats you realize you 
are before the most powerful 
court in the world, and that their 
decision is final. I was success- 
ful in my efforts and the court 
by its opinion reversed the cir- 
cuit court of appeals. 

My second argument before the 
court was in the spring of this 
year in a case of which the court 
had original jurisdiction—the 
controversy involving the bound- 
ary between the State of Mich- 
igan and the State of Wisconsin. 
Again Micnigan was successful in 
sustaining her contention before 
the court. The line was establish- 
ed giving to Michigan the large 
water area in Green Bay and 
Lake Michigan to which we were 
rightfully entitled. 

rom the standpoint of an at- 

torney who is appearing before 
that court for the first time I 
wish to relate a few experiences. 
The court is hearing the issues in 
your case for the first time. There 
has been no preliminary examin- 
ation of the briefs filed by coun- 
sel. For that reason the nine 
members of the court are apt to 
take a considerable time in ask- 
ing questions, thereby acquaint- 
ing themselves with the facts 
which present the issue before 
the court. You will find them 
searching in great detail for all 
the minute facts which are ordin- 
arily found in the question pre- 
sented. If the court feels there 
is no merit in your argument, 
you will notice the members of 
the court whispering to each 
other, and you are apt to be in- 
terrupted by the Chief Justice 
and told that the court does not 
wish to hear further argument. 
The time of the court and the 
volume of work is too great to 
permit it to listen to a frivolous 
argument. 

here is a custom among the 

older members of the bar, to ap- 
pear before the court in full 
dress—taileoats. There is no rule 
regarding this custom, but you 
will find that the older attorneys 
will abide by it. 

The court is very anxious to 
know that it has jurisdiction of 
the case before it, and therefore 
concerns itseif with that question 
before permitting arguments on 
the merits. 

An attorney should not prepare 
an argument ex) ing to be able 
to submit it without interruption. 
The court expects you to know 
your facts thoroughly, and to be 
able to turn to the record in 
wupnort of your contention. | 

The importance of the work 

requires the utmost secrecy, and 
it is marvelous how the court’s 
decisions are unknown to the 
public until announced. The de- 
cisions are announced orally 
from the bench on Monday otf 
each week by the justice who has 
written the majority opinion. The 
court convenes at 12 o'clock 
noon. The first order of business 
being motions and admissions to 
1 the bar. 
» The secrecy surrounding the 
‘decisions of the court is report- 
ed to lie in the system folldwed 
by the court. Only one outside 
man sets the type and has know- 
ledge af the decision. ire oe 
ions are printed and retained by 
the court until announced from 
the bench. During the past year 
y how important it was to keep 
the work of the court within ‘the

EXAMINATIONS FOR CLERI-' 
CAL WORKERS i 


Qualifying examinations for 
all stenographers, typists, and_ 
clerical workers employed by 
county emergency relief commis- 
sions Will take place Saturday, 
July 18, according to a statement 
vy i. William Haber, State Re- 
lief Administrator. The examin- 
ation will be conducted by state 
field representatives or other 
persons appointed to act for the} 
state commission. 

Examinations for case workers | 
and other administrative em- 
moyees will take place at a later 
date, probably on either or both 
of the following Saturdays, These 
will be followed by qualifying 
tests for employees of the state 
office, 

The time limit for the examin- 
ations will range from one and 
one-half to three hours. Most of 
the examinations will stress the 
short answer type of question. 
The short answer type involves 
questions which can be answered 
with merely a true or false in- 
ditation or the correct completion 
of a statement. Examinations for 
administrative positions will con- 
tain a heavier portion of the free 
answer or essay type. 

Identification of the writer of 
the examination will be sealed 
separately and locked up until 
all papers are graded and the 
scores recorded against a number 
-eceived by the contestant by 
random choice. 

A committee of civil service 
experts selected by the governor 
and the state relief commission 
will be in direct charge of _pro- 
cedure in the examinations. Work 
to date has been devoted to re- 
classification of employees in re- 
gard to tyoe of work performed. 

The examinations to be given 
the incumbent employees is 
quae only, not competitive. 
Competitive tests will be devisea 
for persons who wish to file ap- 
plications for future employment 
with the count; commissions, 
with local people given prefer- 
ence. 

These examinations are the 
result of the opinion of the gov- 
ernor and the state comniission 
that the administration of relief 
is one of the most important 
functions of government and that 
competent, qualified personnel is 
a necessary requisite to ad- 
ministration.
